PROPOSAL

Reduce the front porch from two stories to one story and modify the design; enlarge the
front windows on either side of the entry as well as the double-leaf entry; construct a
solarium to the south elevation of the house; replace the rear board-and-batten walls with
brick to match existing; replace the rear deck with a second-story addition; replace the
carport with brick walls to match existing.

PROJECT SPECIFICATIONS

The applicant proposes to remove the existing two-story ornamental metal porch from the
front of the house and construct a one-story covered entry with a balustrade above; the
existing non-historic double-leaf doorway will be replaced with a rectangular entry. The
small windows on either side of the entry will be enlarged to be more in scale with the
character of the house. At the south elevation, the applicant proposes to construct a one-
story solarium. The remainder of the proposals are to the rear of the house, and include
demolishing existing board-and-batten-sided additions to replace with painted brick walls,
removing an upper deck and constructing a new second-story conditioned addition,
demolishing the carport and west elevation to replace them with painted brick to match the
existing walls on the house.

STANDARDS FOR REVIEW

The Old West Austin Historic District has no design guidelines for additions and changes to
contributing structures. General design principles encourage no changes to the front of
contributing buildings, and constructing all additions to the rear of the house to the
greatest extent possible.

RESEARCH

The house was built in 1938 by William W. and Mavis Heath, who lived here until around
1946, when they moved to a house on Vance Circle. William W. Heath was a lawyer with
offices in the Brown Building. Gordon and Ruth Fulcher owned and occupied the house
from around 1946 to around 1948; Gordon Fulcher was the president of a construction
company. Ben and Celia Neuman are listed as the owners and occupants of the house from
the late 1940s through the mid-1950s. Ben Neuman was the proprietor of a discount
department store on E. 6t Street.

In the late 1950s, the house was purchased by Jackson C., Jr. and Jane S. Mouton, who
lived here until Jack Mouton passed away in 1991. Jane S. Mouton, a native of Port
Arthur, was a prominent globally-recognized behavioral scientist. She taught psychology at
the University of Texas, and was the president and co-founder of Scientific Methods, a
management consulting firm that worked with companies and organizations world-wide to
develop strategies for individual and team performance. She was the author of 33 books,
many of which were translated into several languages. Her husband, Jackson Mouton, Jr.,
grew up in Beaumont. He was an owner and managing partner of the Scarbrough building
in downtown Austin, and had many other business and philanthropic interests in Central
Texas, including the Hickory Pass Ranch in western Travis County.
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STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Staff must recommend against the changes to the front of the house. While the metal porch
on this house is certainly unusual and may not be original, changes to it and the
configuration of the front windows and doors violate the principles of design guidelines for
contributing houses in historic districts, and would foreclose an opportunity to zone this
property historic in the future. The rest of the changes proposed by this application will not
have nearly the effect on the historic character of the house and can be approved.

William W. and Mavis B. Heath (ca. 1938 — ca. 1946)

The 1940 U.S. Census shows William and Mavis B. Heath as the owners of this house, which
was worth $17,000. William Heath was 36, had been born in Texas, and was a lawyer in private
practice. Mavis B. Heath was 32, had been born in Texas, and had no occupation listed. They
had a daughter, Cynthia M., 5, who had been born in Texas. The family had a servant, Leona
Boening, 19, who had been born in Texas, and is listed as a housekeeper. She had lived in
rural Milam County, Texas in 1935.

The 1930 U.S. Census shows William W. and Mavis Heath as the renters of a house in
Anderson, Grimes County, Texas. William W. Heath was 26, had been born in Texas, and was
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a lawyer in general practice. Mavis Heath was 22, had been born in Texas, and was a public
school teacher.

Gordon and Ruth Fulcher (ca. 1946 — ca. 1948)

The 1940 U.S. Census shows Gordon and Ruth Fulcher as the owners of the house at 2409
Scenic Drive in Austin; that house was worth $8,000. Gordon Fulcher was 32, had been born in
Texas, and was the managing editor of a newspaper. Ruth Fulcher was 31, had been born in
Texas, and was a clerk at the District NYA office. They had a daughter, Ruth, 7, who had been
born in Texas.

His 1973 death certificate shows that George Gordon Fulcher was born in 1909 in Naples,
Texas, and was living at 1212 Guadalupe Street at the time of his death. He was the chairman
of the Texas Water Quality Board.

Ben and Celia Neuman (ca. 1948 — ca. 1957)

The 1930 U.S. Census shows Ben Neuman as the brother-in-law of Leo Feigenbaum of
Georgetown, Texas, and his wife, Anna. Ben Neuman was 26, single, had been born in
Czechoslovakia, and was the proprietor of a dry goods store. He had immigrated to the United
States in 1921. Leon Feigenbaum was 29, had been born in Czechoslovakia, and was a
salesman in a dry goods store. Anna Feigenbaum was 24, had been born in Czechoslovakia,
and had no occupation listed. The Feigenbaums had also immigrated to the United States in
1921.

Her work was focused on
strengthening human'effectiveness in
all disciplines and she consulted with

corporate exacuﬁves in orsanlzatlons-

worldwide,
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‘Dr. Mouton was the co-developer of
the Managerial Grid and Grid Organi-

zation Development, strategies of

helping organizations achieve excel-
lence through heightened individual
and team performance. These devel-
opment strategies have been applied
for over 25 years in organizations
throughout the United States and more
than 40 countries. Books and training
materials developed by Dr. Mouton
have been transiated into more than
ten foreign languages. These training
and organization development theo-
ries developed by Dr. Mouton have
‘seen pioneering application in such
diverse fields as training for airline

pllots, public schoo! administrators,

doctors, nurses, as well as manage-
ment in business and governmental
organizations of every size and type.
An example of the recognition accord-
ed Dr. Mouton was the appointment as
special consultant to a presidential
commission during the Ford Adminis-
tration.

He was a fifth generation Texan,
who was born August 23, 1925, in
Dallas. He grew up in Beaumont and
lived his adult life in Austin after
earning a bachelor’s degree in me-
chanical engineering and a master's
degree In industrial management
from the University of Texas at
Austin.

He was married to the late Dr. Jane
Srygley Mouton, an internationally
known behavioral scientist,

He is survived by his beloved daugh-
ters, Janie Mouton of Austin and Jac-
quelyn Mouton Sweeney, and her
husband, Dr. Mark W. Sweeney of
Austin.

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Mr. Mouton was an owner and man-
aging partner of the Scarbrough Build-
ing, located on the Southwest corner of
Congress Avenue and Sixth Street
This building, built in 1910 anad histori-
cally restored in 198485, is one of
Austin’s original landmakrs and is also
listed in the National Reg. -ler.

He also owned and operated Hicko-
ry Pass Ranch, an 8,000 acre cow-caif
ranch iocated in wesiern Travis and
Burnet counties. Mr. Mouton hosted
many special groups and functions at
the ranch, which derives iis name
from the pass extending through the
property and marking the beginning of
the Texas Hill Country. Officers from
the Pentagon and Bergstrom Air
Force Base, the Rotary Club Presi-
dents and Bi-District Conferences, the
National Society of Colonial Dames of
America, the Knights of the Symphony
and the University of Texas Tennis
Team were but a few who enjoyed Mr.
Mouton's Texas hospitality.

Other business interests include oil
and gas investments on family land in
Southeast Texas, and cil and gas part-
nerships with business associates with
whom he grew up in Beaumont.

He was a founding owner and direc-
tor of Scientific Methods, Inc,, a close-
iy held international management
development corporation formed in
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1962. Its business is predicated on the
Managerial Grid theory developed by
Dr. Roberi R. Blake and Dr. Jane
Srygley Mouton. Over the years, the
“Grid"” has had a significant impact on
management training and organiza-
tion development worldwide.

Mr. Mouton was a director of the
Alian Shivers Radiation Therapy Cen-
ter, St. David’s Health Care Founda-
tion, Lemue! Scarbrough Foundation
and The Rotary Foundation of the
Rotary Club of Austin. He and his late
wife hoth became Paul Harris Fellows
The Rotary Foundation of Roiary In-
ternational and he became the Rotary
Club of Austin's fourth Special Life-
time Membership recipient. Annually
the club’s directors present a scholar-
ship in his name to a Texas Scheol for
the Deaf student attending the club’s
Camp Enterprise. In May 1991, he was
named to the Rotary District 587 Roll
of Fame.

He was a member of the Chancery
of the Knights of the Symphony, hav-
ing served as King Brio XVII and Lord
Chancellor XII; a member of the
Men's Athletic Advisory Council at the
University of Texas at Austin; a mem-
ber of the Guilf Coast Historical Soci-
ety; and a member of the Bergsirom
Air Force Community Council, from
whom he received the 1991 Nat Hen-
derson Award for patriotism.
